Maj. Gen. Shatter Takes Personal Com- 
mand of the Troops at Santiago. 



Cervera Prepared to Make a Dash From 
the Harbor — Red Cross Flaps Flying 
Over Buildings in Santiago — 
Decisive Battle Soon. 



Gen. Lawton's Headquarters, five 

MILES EAST OF SANTIAGO DK CUBA, dune 
29 (via Kingston, Jamaica. July 1). — 
The Spaniards have practically evacu- 
ated Caney, close to Santiago de Cuba, 
where they were believed to have had 
3,000 troops. 

The American troops spent Tuesday 
in feeling for the enemy, otherwise 
engaging in reeonnoisances. Gen. 
Shatter in person, with a small escort, 
went almost to Caney, a small town 
live miles northeast of Santiago de 
Cuba, with which city it is con- 
nected by railroad. Lieut. Stand- 
ing and a detail of Cubans 
and American sharpshooters occu- 
pied a small hill northwest of the 
American lines and looked directly 
down on both Caney and Santiago. 
Caney now seems to hold only about 
600 Spanish troops, the number re- 
ported by the Cuban scouts, in spite of 
the belief of the Americans first here 
that the 3,000 Spaniards driven for- 
ward by our advance on Baiquiri and 
Juragua had all retreated on Caney 
and not to Santiago. The small num- 
ber of troops now at Caney indicates 
that the Spaniards have practically 
evacuated the place, and this is be- 
lieved to be the case. Lieut. Stand- 
ing was not molested during his

Spanish deserters who have come 
into the American camp from Santiago 
report that Adm. Cervera has every- 
thing in readiness to make a dash out 
of the harbor with his fleet, his object 
being to try to sink at least one of the 
ships of the American squadron, and, 
if need be. go down with his flags fly- 
ing and bands playing. 

lied Cross flags fire flying in all parts 
of the town, which either means the 
recognition of the Red Cross in the 
protection of the women and children, 
or are intended to show’ that there is 
a great deal of sickness in the city. 
The latter, however, is untrue, as all 
of the deserters from Santiago report 
that the health of the troops and in- 
habitants of the citv is excellent.

Noted Insurgent Leader Declares the Phil- 
ippine Island a Republic — Wilt Not 
Filter Manila at Present. 



Military Balloon Successful.* 

Washington, July 2. — Reports re- 
ceived at the navy and war depart- 
ments announce the successful opera- 
tion of military balloons. Adm. 
Sampson reports that the first balloon 
used by the navy was sent up from the 
New York cn Thursday and worked 
successfully. Col. Allen reports to 
Gen. Greeley that he has successfully 
used the signal corps war balloon. 
Observers, he says, eould plainly see 
the ships in the harbor, the city of 
Santiago and the movement of the 
Spanish troops about the streets. 



Three Gunboats Will Sail for Key West. 

New York. July 2. — The cruiser To- 
peka will sail from the Brooklyn navy 
yard Saturday. Iler cool bunkers are 
filled. The gunboats Huntress, Syren 
and Sylvia leave for Key West early 
next week. 



London, July 2. — A representative 
of Gen. Aguinaldo, the leader of the 
Philippine insurgents, who served 
with him during the last insurrection 
and who is now in London, is quoted 
in an interview as saying that before 
Aguinaldo left Hong Kong he prom- 
ised Rr. Adm. Dew’ey (then commo- 
dore), not to enter Manila until the ar- 
rival of the American troops. 

Aguinaldo's representative adds that 
he has just received a dispatch from 
Cavite saying a republic has been pro- 
claimed there by Aguinaldo, under the 
protection of the United States and 
approved by Great Britain and Japan. 

Continuing, the representative of 
the Philippine leader asserts that he 
has been to Berlin, where he saw the 
under secretary for the foreign office, 
who declared that all Germany 
wanted was that the existing im- 
port tariff would not be altered 
by a republic being established in the 
Philippine islands, or, at least, that 
preference should not be given to any 
other nation. 

Hong Kong, July 2. — According to 
private letters from Cavite, dated June 
27, the insurgents occupy the whole of 
Buluean province. Occasional skir- 
mishes occur. The insurgents cap- 
tured the Spanish ship Behul in Kava- 
boa bay while she was landing 500 
troops. A stubborn fight occurred, in 
which the Spanish commander, a lieut- 
ant colonel, was killed. The insur- 
gents have captured the governor of

dc Cuba Wednesday morning, and who 
was forgotten until the afternoon, was 
found by Gen. Shatter and sent into 
camp. The men considered the whole 
affair a good joke. They had repeated- 
ly seen the Spaniards, who did not 
offer to molest them, and the Ameri- 
cans spent the day as if enjoying a 
picnic in the woods. 

Camp Juragua, June 29. via Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, July 1. — Gen. Shafter 
has decided to establish his headquar- 
ters in the field and will occupy a tent 
camp to-night. The siege guns have 
started for the front. There is every 
indication that Juragua will cease to 
be tlie headquarters for the army, 
other than for the medical and com- 
missar}* department, in two or three 
days. A sufficient force to guard the 
place will be left here, probably from 
the volunteer forces of 6,000 men now 
coming from Tampa, and practically 
the entire fighting fores will 
swing into Caney or Agua- 
dores, making the base of operations 
-Jbefore Santiago de Cuba at this place. 
The railroad from here to Santiago is 
being rapidly pushed by the engineers 
and a large force of troops. Its com- 
pletion will greatly simplify the 
movement of supplies and the pack 
train will have no more arduous work 
than transporting the food and ammu- 
nition from point to point at the 
front. 

Gen. Garcia was hotly impatient to 
march at once at the head of his men 
to cut off the advance of Gen. Pando 
and his 8,000 troops, who are march- 
ing from Manzanillo to join the Span- 
ish forces at Santiago. Gen. Garcia 
was very insistent upon this idea, but 
Gen. Shafter put an end to the matter 
by saying: ‘*No; let them get into 

Santiago, and then we will know 
where we have got them.” 

The Spaniards are falling back upon 
Santiago, and it is believed that they 
will make a determined stand and a 
hot fight in defense of their position 
in the city. The opinion is generally 
shared by American officers that if the 
Spaniards shall be forced to evacuate 
Santiago they will march northward 
to Nuevitas to join the Spanish col- 
umn, which just landed there, and later 
try to effect a junction with the troops 
•under Gen. Blanco at Havana. This 
seems to be the most natural move for 



The Proposal Was Rejected. 

Berlin, July 2. — The following dis- 
patch has been received from Hong 
Kong: “According to trustworthy in- 
telligence from Manila, the Spanish 
governor general had a few days ago, 
at his own request, a meeting with 
Adm. Diedrichs (the commander of the 
German naval forces in the far east), 
in order to propose, in behalf of the 
Spanish government, that Manila 
should be handed into the provisional 
charge of a neutral commander. The 
proposal was rejected by Adm. Died- 
richs in view of the American block- 
ade. ” 



Lynchers’ Preliminary Examination. 

Charleston. S. C., July 2.— The pre- 
liminary examination of the lynchers 
of the postmaster of Lake City last 
March, when the postmaster was 
burned, Baker killed and his family 
wounded, began Friday. Four pri- 
vates of the South Carolina volun- 
teers, arrested in Columbia charged 
with complicity, were arraigned with 
others arrested last Tuesday. The 
examination will continue Saturdav.

Gen. Aguinaldo placed under arrest 
the rebel leaders Artachio and Sandi- 
eo for having revealed the fact that 
the steamer Pasig, recently seized by 
the Hong Kong authorities, was laden 
with arms for the insurgents. Sandi- 
eo applied to Consul Williams and was 
liberated. He is now on board the 
Nanshan. It is feared that the inci- 
dent will cause a split in the insur- 
gent party, Sandico being influential 
and the only insurgent leader capable 
of administration. 

The insurgents fear that Gen. Agui- 
naldo will shoot Artachio unless Adm. 
Dewey interferes, as he is suspicious 
that Sandico and he intended to form I 
an opposition party.

Madrid. July 2. — According to a dis- 
patch received Friday at the Spanish 
ministry of marine, Adm. Camara, in 
command of the Spanish fleet recently 
at Port Said, Egypt, has passed through 
the Suez canal, apparently on his way 
to the Philippine islands. 

London, July 2. -The officials of the 
United States embassy discredit the 
Madrid dispatch saying Adm. Camara 
has passed through the Suez canal. 
They say he had not entered the canal 
Friday morning. 



Mauzanillo Bombarded. 

New York, July 2. — A correspondent 
in Santiago de Cuba telegraphs to the 
war Journal that four United States 
ships bombarded Manzanillo, on the 
gulf of Guacanaybo, on Thursday, in- 
flicting much damage to the defenses 
of the place. Spanish gunboats, ac- 
cording to this dispatch, opened fire 
upon the American ships, which then 
moved out of range.

Washing ton, July 1. — The secretary 
of war has received a telegram from 
Maj. Gen. Otis at San Francisco, say- 
iDg that the three military expeditions 
which already have started for Manila, 
were made up as follows: 

First — May 25. 115 officers and 2,386 
men, Gen. Anderson commanding. 

Second — June 15, 158 officers and 
3.42S men under command of Gen. 
Greene. 

Third — June 27, 197 officers and 4,650 
men in command of Gen. McArthur, 

making a total of 470 officers and 10.- 
464 men. 



Dewey Still Waiting. 

Hong Kong, July 2. — The Japanese 
cruiser Matsushima arrived here Fri- 
day from Manila, where she left on 
the afternoon of Monday, June 27. 
She reports that the American trans- 
ports had not then arrived. The sit- 
uation was unchanged, the Spaniards 
continuing to erect defenses and the 
insurgents occupying positions within 
about 2.000 yards of the city.

25 to S4 per day, a re- 
duction of the working day from 8 to 
7 hours, with payment at the rate of 
75 cents per hour for all overtime, and 
other concessions, were at once acceded 
to, they would refuse to return to 
work. In consequence of this 

action the . common with all 

other Chicago papers, will not appear 
Saturday. 

lhis action of the newspapers was 
in pursuance of an understanding re- 
cently entered into, including among 
other provisions the following agree- 
ment* 

“In the event of a strike in any of the de- 
partments of one or more of the Chicago daily 
newspaper offices the mechanical resources of 
all our offices shall be pooled to the extent and 
with the purpose that no newspaper shall he 
published unless and until all the newspapers 
can be promptly published on the same day.” 

The stereotvpers have been averag- 
ing from Si 9. 50 to $22 per week on six 
day evening papers and from S24 to S27 
on seven day morning papers. It is 
anticipated that the influx of stereo- 
typers from all parts of the country 
will be so immediate and so great that 
the interruption of publication will 
continue for but a few days.

tien. Shatter Reports Our Loss Above 
400,of These Not Many Killed— Span- 
iard Loss Not Known, Bat Heavy. 

Plata dei. Este, Province of Santi- 
ago de Cuba, Juflv 2. — A general assault 
on Santiago de Cuba by the land and 
sea forces of the United States began 
Friday morning. TLe Vesuvius, used 
her dynamite guns with good ehrect. 

Washington. July 2.— Gen. Shatter 
reported to the president that he began 
the attack on Santiago Friday morn- 
ing and it is now going on, beginning 
with active skirmishes. 

The war department at 10:30 receiv- 
ed a dispatch stating that the battle at 
Santiago had begun. The fighting 
started Friday morning in front of 
Gen. Shafter's headquarters and it was 
announced as most desperate. 

Gen. Lawton, who was chosen for 
the important and responsible duty of 
opening the battle by* the capture of 
C'aney* and the interception of Spanish 
reinforcements, now nearing Santiago, 
is described as a good fighter and a 
soldier of experience and ability. He 
served in the union army throughout 
the war, having entered as ser- 
geant of Company E. 9th Indiana 
volunteer infantry in, April, 1831, 
and being raised successively through 
merit in field of battle to 
first lieutenant of the 30th Indiana in- 
fantry. in August, 1801; to captain in 
May*, 1802, and lieutenant colonel in 
November. 18G4. In March, 1805, he 
was breveted colonel for gallant and 
meritorious services during the war. 
He entered the regular establishment 
in July, 18GG. 

Siboney, July 2. via Play*a del 
Este, Gunatanamo Bay. — At 1 o’clock 
Friday afternoon after> five hours ter- 
rific fighting, the Spanish began to 
leave their entrenchments and retreat 
into the city. Many Americans were 
wounded and are brought in. One 
man had both arms shot off and was 
shot in the hip, but was laughing. 

The fighting continued until* dark. 
Our forces carried the enemy's outer 
works and occupied them Friday* even- 
ing. The battle will probably be re- 
sumed at daybreak. 

The American loss is heavy. Some 
estimates place it at 500 killed and 
wounded. 

Washington. July 2. — The war de- 
partment has received the following 
from Gen. Shafter dated at Siboney: 

“Had a very heavy engagement to- 
day which lasted from 8 a. m. till sun- 
down. We have carried their out- 
works and are now in posession of 
them. There is now about three-quar- 
ters of a mile of open between my 
lines and the city. 

“By' morning troops will be en- 
trenched and considerable augmenta- 
tion of forces will be there. Gen. Law- 
ton's division and Gen. Bates' brigade, 
which have been engaged all day in 
carrying El Caney*. which was accom- 
plished at 4 p. m. , will be in line and in 
front of Santiago during the night. 

“I regret to say* that om causalties 
will be above 400. Of these not many 
killed. Siiaftek.” 

In their operations about Agua- 
dores the Americans were greatly* en- 
couraged by the work of the fleet, 
which poured a heavy fire into the 
lines of the Spaniards. 

Two companies of Roosevelt's rough 
riders and the 3d, 0th and 21st infantry 
successfully* attacked the nortneast 
side of the defenses near Santiago 
Friday afternoon. They were clear in 
front of the general advance, fighting 
like demons. It was in this engage- 
ment that men of the 21st lost their 
Lives. 

; Adm. Sampson ordered the New 
Y'ork. Gloucester and Suwanee to at- 
tack the batteries recently placed to 
the east of Morro. The vessels en- 
gaged the batteries at short range 
and left only the scarred hillside to 
show where the batteries had been 
located. 

The Massachusetts and the New 
Y’prk troops then opened with their big 
*guns, plunging a heavy fire into tne 
enemy's lines. Common shell and re- 




duced charges were used for. the pur- 
pose and they demoralized the enemy’s 
ranks. The shells were fired at a high 
elevation so as to clear the towering 
coast line ridge. 

The Newark joined the fleet Friday 
morning, and at noon the Iowa steam- 
ed within 1,000 yards of Morro castle. 

The Harvard arrived at Altares Fri- 
day' morning with 1,800 Michigan vol- 
unteers. They were hurried ashore 
and hastened forward to join the 
American line. 

As the enemy was pressed bacj^: 
toward Santiago both at Caney and at. 
Aguidores, the progress of our troops 
was in entire harmony* with the plans 
of Gen. Shafter. Our lines thus be- 
came more closely knit and now the 
Americans and Cubans present a con- 
tinous front from the southeast to the 
north of the city. 

On the right at El Caney now is Gen. 
H. W. Lawton, with three brigades, 
the first under CoL J. J. Van Horn, 
commanding the 8th U. S. A. and 22nd 
United States infantry, and the 2nd 
Massachusetts, Col. El P. Clark com- 
manding. ^ 

The 2nd brigade is composed of the 
1st. 4th and 25th United States in- 
fantry. 

The Third brigade, under Gen. A. R. 
Chaffee, is composed of the 7th, 12th 
and 17th United States infantry. 

Gen. Joseph Wheeler, with four light 
batteries, is strung out in the rear of 
Lawton’s division. Gen. S. B. M. 
Y'oung is attached to Gen. Wheeler’s 
command. 

This cavalry force is dismounted, 
and is composed of eight troops of the 
1st cavalry, eight troops of the 3d, 
eight troops of the Gth. eight troops of 
the 9th and eight troops of the 10th. 

On the left of Lawton, in the center, 
resting on the second crossing of the 
river Guama, just back of Sevilla, and 
moving toward Aguadores, is a 
force composed of the 1st bri- 
gade under Gen. H. S. Hawkins, with 
the 10th and 0th United States in- 
fantry; the 71st New York, under Col. 
Wallace Downes; the 2d brigade. Col. 
Pierson commanding; 2d United 
States infantry*, 10th United States 
infantry, 21st United States 
infantry; 3d brigade, Col. Worth com- 
manding, 9th, 13th and 24tli United 
States infantry. 

Gen. Bates has the 33d Michigan, CoL 
Charles L. Boyton, commanding. 

Brig. Gen. Kent, who commanded the 
center of the general line of attack, 
started the 2lst regiment of regulars 
toward Aguadores at the same hour 
Gen. Lawtons men advanced toward 
Caney*. Upon these troops fell brunt of 
the battle to the southeast of Santiago 
during the early hours of the day. 
This division of Gen. Kent’s forces 
sustained the heaviest loss of the en- 
gagement. 

There was desperate fighting about 
Aguadores. Acting under orders from 
Gen. Linares the Spaniards at that 
point returned the American fire with 
a fury that aroused our men to the 
fiercest determination. 

They boldly faced the enemy’s fire, 
holding their ground tenaciously, aud 
pressing forward whenever an oppor- 
tunity to gain an advanced position 
presented itself. 

Washington, July 2.— Late advices 
at the war department are to the effect 
that the Americans lost 500 killed in 
the assault Friday’ and a large number 
of wounded. In the latter case no ex- 
act count has been received. It ia 
clear from this and other information 
which the war department must have 
received, but which it has suppressed, 
that the American forces have not met 
with the success which had been hoped 
for by Gen. Shafter. 

Washington, July 2.— Just two 
months after the battle of Manila and 
on the first day' of the month, like that 
glorious engagement, began the first 
set battle of the war in this hemis- 
phere. What the result will be was 
not known when the department 
closed. Never before since the decla- 
ration of war has there been such a 
feeling of intense interest and anxiety 
manifested. The officials here are con- 
fident that they* have done everything 
possible to strengthen Shafter's hands 
for the great conflict he is waging 
and they* have an unlimited confidence 
in his discretion, his bravery and his 
energy. The attack Friday, several 
day’s before the public mind expected 
the battle, is a tribute to his energy 
as well as to his judgment, according 
to the present lights, for he undoubt- 
edly found it necessary to crush the 
foe in detail, following Napoleon’s 
favorite maxim, instead of allowing 
them to consolidate and outnumber 
him. 

Gen. Miles was of the opinion that 
the action of E’riday was in the nature 
of a heavy skirmish all along the 
American front, particularly on the 
right, and that its main purpose was 
to develop the strength of the enemy 
and, if possible, learn the vulnerable 
point along the Spanish front - This, 
however, was based only on the 
lack of definite information and Gen. 
Miles felt that any hour might bring 
word of a general engagement. Brig. 
Gen. Stone was inclined to believe 
that after maintaining their stand 
Friday, the Spaniards would retire 
during the night, leaving the city 
evacuated. 

The military authorities here are 
fully considering the chances of such 
a retreat of the Spanish army from 
Santiago and are endeavoring so to 
shape events that Gen. Shafter’s force 
will not only take Santiago, but will 
capture the 12.000 Spaniards before 
iheyfcet away northward to effect a 
juncture with Gen. I’ando. 
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Pekin and Australia convoyed by 
cruiser Charleston arrived at Cavite, 
June 30th. Enroute to Manila the de- 
ny was occasioned by the capture of 
Padrone Islands, where the Stars 
'•tripes now wave. 
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The staff of the Fourth regiment, 
Kentucky volunteers, now being mob- 
ilized at Lexington, is partially com- 
plete, aud is as follows: Colonel, David 
G. Colson; Lieutenant Colonel David R. 
Murray; Majs. Samuel Morrow, W. H. 
Collier; Chief Surgeons, H. G. Kenyon; 
Assistant Surgeons, Ben L. Bruner, 
John C. Lewis; Quartermaster. George 
W. Albrecht; Chaplain, John Stamper. 

The following have arrived ; Capt.

They Fertilize Flowers For Strictly Utili- 
tarian Reasons. 

A correspondent writes: “The theory 
of the origin of flowers by the selection 
of insects is one which has attracted 
much attention both in scientific cir- 
cles and from the general public. Set 
iorth by Darwin in the ‘Origin of Spe- 
cies,’ it has been largely developed in a 
series of interesting publicatious by Sir 
John Lubbock and Mr. Grant Allen. 
Some fresh and interesting light has 
now been thrown on it by a series o-' 
experiments recently carried out by 
Professor Plateau of the University of 
Ghent Professor Platean has arrived at 
the ccnclnsion that insects are indiffer- 
ent to the colors of the flowers they 
visit, aud that they are guided to them 
in a very subordinate way by sight 
The experiments on which the Belgian 
professor bases his farreacbiug conclu- 
sions are briefly these: Having covered 
the brightly colored flowers of single 
dahlias in his garden with bits of green 
leaf, he found that they were still visit- 
ed by insects. This seemed so much at 
variuuce with the generally received 
view that insects are attracted to flow- 
ers chiefly by their color that Professor 
Plateau instituted a prolonged series of 
experiments aud observations to put the 
matter still further to the proof. The 
result has been to oonfirm and strength- 
en the conclusions drawn from the first 
experiments. Cutting off the brightly 
colored corollas of such flowers as lo- 
belia, evening primrose, foxglove, etc., 
he found the remaining green parts 
were still visited. Again there are some 
brightly colored flowers which are sel- 
dom or never visited by insects owing 
to their lack of honey. Notable among 
these is the scarlet geranium of our gar- 
den. But when a little honey was placed 
on geranium flowers bees came to them 
at once, those blossoms which had not 
received honey being passed over. 

“Other conspicuous flowers were tried 
in a similar way with like results. The 
experiment of removing the honey bear- 
ing parts of a flower and leaving the 
brightly colored part, which was sup- 
posed to be attractive, was also tried 
with the single dahlia. Its inner florets 
were removed, leaving the conspicuous 
outer ones, a piece of yellow leaf being 
placed the center. No insects went 
to these houeyless flowers. But as soon 
as a drop of nectar was placed on them 
they visited them as freely as before. 
Again, Professor Plateau made artificial 
flowers with pieces of green leaf, eaeh 
furnished with a little honey. These 
were freely visited by insects. But arti- 
ficial flowers made of colored material 
were neglected, even When supplied 
with honey. 

“In further support of his views Pro- 
fessor Plateau is able to bring forward 
the following facts as to the habits of 
insects in visiting flowers: They will 
pass freely and with apparent indiffer- 
ence from one color to another of va- 
rieties of the same species growing to- 
gether in onr gardens ; they visit a great 
number of green and greenish colored 
powers; there are many small and in- 
conspicuous flowers which are also free- 
ly visited. Such is a brief outline of 
Professor Plateau’s observations and ex- 
periments, from which he believes him- 
self jnstified in drawing the conclusion 
that sight plays a very subordinate part 
in attracting insects to flowers. Their 
bearing on the theory of the insect origin 
of flowers is obvious. ’’ — London Times.

A COMMONPLACE MAN

T HEKE was nothing brilliant about 
Dan Bussell, any more than there 
was about No. 36. his heavy, solidly- 
built engine, or about the big sleek, 
grass-fed steers that generally formed 
the greater part of the load ou the 
trains that he pulled. He was consid- 
ered one of the most faithful men on 
the Denver road, but somehow his very 
faithfulness was of a kind which is 
generally associated with dullness.

AN INTERESTING CHOIR. 

One at I. e-ad Hall Chapel, Near York, 
England, Si nan Only Onee 
a Year. 

About a mile from the village of Tow- 
ton, near York, there is an exceedingly 
interesting and curious old church, 
know n as the Lead Hall chapel. It is re- 
markable for several reasons, chiefly 
because of its ag*e; its small size, prob- 
ably it would not seat 20 people alto- 
gether: its main fittings, ami lastly, be- 
cause of its curious choir. 

To understand about this choir it is 
necessary to review a little of the his- 
tory of this famous old place of wor- 
ship. There are two theories as to its 
origin. It is most commonly believed 
that this chapel is the one known to 
have been built by Richard III. in 1461. 
It is claimed that the yearly services 
row taking place in it are a survival of 
those that were formerly ordered for 
the purpose of praying for the souls of 
the good Christians who fell in the great 
battle. Another supposition declares 
this chapel to be attached to the old 
manor house of the Tyas family at Lead 
Hall, and that t-he memorial chapel of 
Richard III. has long since disappeared. 

It is obvious, however, that, if this 
were the case, a service every six 
months would not greatly edify the peo- 
ple in their .spiritual life! 

Having thus explained the chapel’s 
history, we may go to the choir. There 
are two services yearly held at the Lead 
Hall church — one in April and another 
in October. There is. therefore, no reg- 
ular body of choristers, but on such oc- 
casions a choir is made up from the 
chief singers* in the neighboring towns, 
who are under the control, for this pur- 
pose. of a well-known musical professor 
in Yorkshire. The majority of the men 
and boys who make up the choir are 
drawn from York and Leeds. They re- 
ceive a stated fee for theirday’s services 
and ore provided with refreshments. 

The regular service of the Church of 
England is used. The congregation at 
these services often does not exceed half 
a dozen people, or half the size orf the 
choir! The vicar of a neighboring 
parish conducts the services. 

Those who maintain the theory of the 
chapel’s origin in the time of Richard 
III. declare that the king made a grant 
of money for the holding of memorial 
services, and that it is for this reason 
that two services a year are regularly j 
held. — Sunday Reader.

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PROPER CARE OF HAY. 

tlovt to Itnild a Movable Roof for the 
Uayntaok Which Assurer 
Absolute Protection. 

Few find erst aid the art of stacking 
so that rain will not get into the cen- 
ter. One great enemy to keeping hay 
is the wind, especially in Kansas. 
Many times the farmer gets his hay 
nnd grain stacked up in good condi- 
tion, and along comes a gust of wind 
and all of his labor is swept away, as 
far as the keeping qualities of his stack 
are concerned. Enough hay goes to 
waste every year on many farms to 
pay for lumber to cover it. In Illinois, 
years ago, stacks of hay were roofed 
with three-eighths or five-eighths inch 
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MOVABLE ROOF FOR HAYSTACK. 

ceiling. They were hip-roofed, making 
them as solid as light material could 
make them; then to hold them in place, 
four four by four inch posts were set 
in the ground 14 feet high, with four 
plates at the top to hold the posts in 
position and keep them plumb. The 
roof was placed in position before the 
posts were set up. having the corners at 
the eave ends of the roof set so as to 
permit the roof tc slide up or down on 
or between the posts. Holes were bored 
in the posts to put in pins to hold the 
roof up. When it is time to begin 
stacking, fasten the roof at the top of 
the posts and begin the stack between 
the posts. Build to a finish, or in case 
there is not enough hay cut, put in 
what there is, stopping work on the 
stack for any length of time, take out 
the pins and lower the roof down upon 
the hay, leaving the hay level, or near- 
ly so. As the stack settles, the roof will 
follow the hay down and protect it 
from rain and wind. — TV. H. Doane, in 
Farm and Home. 

FACTS ABOUT FLOURINE. 

It Contains Very I. title Protein anti Is 

Deficient In Hone-Foruiini; 
Constituents. 

Prof. Snyder, of the Minnesota ex- 
periment station, has recently made a 
chemical analysis of flourine, the by- 
product of the glucose mills that is now- 
being used as an adulterant of wheat 
flour. His report, which appears in the 
Northwestern Miller, is not in accord 
with the claims which have been made 
for ibis product, especially in the im- 
portant feature of nutritive value. An- 
alysis shows the flourine contains so lit- 
tle protein that a man would have to eat 
350 pounds, of it in order to get enough 
protein to enable him to do a day’s work. 
It is deficient in bone-forming constitu- 
ents and fat as well, and in fact contains 
little of food value except starch. But 
still worse, it contains sulphate of soda 
and sulphuric acid enough to make it 
injurious to health. Is it any wonder that 
European consumers of American flour 
are regarding it with suspicion when 
there is possibility of it containing such 
a worthless-— and worse than worthless 
— substance? Js it strange that Eu- 
ropean governments, which represent 
people who dare not, waste a penny even 
for bread, are on t*he alert* to protect 
their people against such an imposition 
as flour adulterated with flourine? 
Some means should be found of prevent- 
ing llie exportation of adulterated flour 
to foreign markets, and also of prevent- 
ing its sale to our own people as pure 
wheat flour. — National Stockman.

Keeping Siieep iu Ore Kurd*. 

The apple orchard after it gets old 
enough to bear is the best sheep pas- 
ture. One of the greatest, advantages 
of pasturing sheep in the orchard is 
to destroy the fallen fruit. This they 
will do even better than hogs, which 
are u*>«*.aily recommended for this pur- 
pose. Pigs will only eat apples after 
they are nearly or quite ripe, unless 
they are starved to it. The small, 
green apples are sometimes almost bit- 
ter. feheep like this bitter taste, and 
will run to eat the fallen apples, most 
of which contain codling moths, which 
would escape into the ground if left 
to the apple long after it falla. i 



SECRET OF SUCCESS. 

It CousiatM of HavinK Good Breeding 
Go Hand in Hand with Equally 
Good Feeding. 

There could not be greater error than 
to suppose that all that is necessary for 
the young breeder to be successful is 
to buy the blood and the balance would 
take care of itself. We might just as 
well expect a good crop of corn if we 
plant an excellent variety in a well-pre- 
pared, rich soil and then not give it 
any further attention, as to suppose 
that our pigs will develop into fine hogs, 
no matter how well bred, without the 
proper food and attention. In fact, the 
l work of making the fine hog is only Ifc- 
gun at weaning time, so says dames 
Bilej- in American Swineherd. It is 
very important to have llie pig well 
bred, as that is the foundation, and, like 
building a house, it is important to 
have a good foundation. Then by using 
good material and skill in architecture 
we build a good, substantial house; so 
with the pig. We want it well bred as 
a foundation, then by the proper meth- 
od of feeding we develop it into a fine 
hog. No young breeder will ever suc- 
ceed in the business unless he makes a 
stud 3 ’ of the proper method of feeding 
pigs, as feed is the principal factor in 
the improvement, of swine. It is well 
known that by grading seed wheat and 
seed corn and planting the largest and 
best developed grains the grain will be 
improved from year to year; so with 
the pig. By feeding the pig a well-bal- 
anced ration, a ration that w ill build up 
all the different parts of the hog. espe- 
cially the valuable parts — the loin and 
ham, the muscular or lean. The pigs 
thus fed till they arrive at the proper 
age to breed will transmit their good 
qualities to their offspring, and. like the 
large grains of corn or wheat, the im- 
provement will go on from generation 
to generation. Pigs should be fed a va- 
rietv of feeds. The best feed for young 
pigs is shorts mixed with skimmed 
milk, fed sweet, or ground wheat, or 
ground oats with the hulls sieved out. 
Oat hulls are not good for pigs, but 
there is nothing better than ground 
oats with the hulls extracted, mixed 
with sweet milk. This with a little 
corn will make a good balanced ra- 
tion; feed them regular and enough 
to keep them rapidly growing. The pig 
should never stop growing. Our best 
improved pigs should gain at least one 
pound per day. or it would not injure 
them to make them gain. 1 % pounds per 
da 3 - if fed a muscle and bone-producing 
food. 

HINTS FOR BEGINNERS. 

How to Make the Dairy Business 

Something; of a Success Right 
from the Start. 

To those who are about starting a 
dairy I should advise biding the best 
natives and grades obtainable and buy 
them by test and open up an account 
with each cow as soon as purchased. 
You can afford to pay more for a cow 
that will make 300 pounds of butter 
than you can for one making 200 
pounds; Iu fact, under ordinary con- 
ditions the former will make enough 
butter to give a profit on her keep and 
the latter will require more expended 
on her than she gives in return. To 
all who are interested in the dairy at 
all, whether it lie few* or man 3 T cows, 
the only way to improve your herd and 
lie reasonably sure that you will get 
what you are after is to select care- 
fully, weed out, and breed and raise a 
herd. This can be done by using a good 
male, from well-know n milk and butter 
strains, upon vour bes.t cows, and rais- 
ing females. This is the place to in- 
vest your money in high-bred pedigreed 
stock. Never on 3113 - account breed 
from a cross-bred or scrub bull. Dairy- 
men cannot expect to find wha; the}- 
want on the market or get the best 
cows by purchasiing them, for it is ex- 
ceptional for a man to sell a good cow, 
and the more advanced a community be- 
comes in dairying, keeping records and 
making tests of their cows, the harder 
it will be to secure a good cow b 3 - pur- 
chase. — Rural World.

The 
easier method, however, is to season 
nicely one pint of strained stewed to- 
matoes with a teaspoonful of onion 
juice, a quarter of a teaspoonful of pep- 
per and an eighth of a teaspoonful of 
mace. Thicken a quart of milk in a 
double boiler with two tablespoonfuls 
of butter and two of flour rubbed to- 
gether. When ready to serve, turn the 
tomatoes into th«* tureen: add a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda, 
pour in the milk: mix. and serve at once 
with squares of toasted bread. — Indies* 
Home Journal.
